W ashington, D.C., according to the many tour- 
ists who visit our nation's capital, is a city of spec- 
tacular views and stirring monuments. Like many 
large cities, however, it is an ever-changing prod- 
uct of American planning and dreaming. Even as 
the work-day procedures roll on within the Capitol 
building, changes are in progress to re-do the 
city's face and make it more impressive. 


Roads are re-routed, ripped up, removed and 


rebuilt; new layers of concrete are spread to sup- 
port buildings soon to rise from vacant lots; older 
buildings topple and new patterns reach skyward 
in their place; heavy-duty trucks rumble back and 
forth throughout the city, carrying out the old 
and trundling in the new. Electronic equipment as 
advanced as our technology coordinates the move- 
ment of the mightiest materials high above the 
skyline.

scribe 'are usually associated 
with allergy. Your tissues may 
be hypersensitive to plastic 
deriture material. 
Butrning, 


swelling, sometimes itching 
and redness of tissues that are 
in direct contact with dent- 
ures are typical allergic reac- 
tions. 


Antihistamines can be used 


to control allergic symptoms, 
but the only real cure is to 
have new dentures made of a 
material to which, hopefully, 
you are not sensitive. Another 
type plastic material may 
solve your problem, and metal 
base dentures have also been 
successfully used. 


Sometimes burning and red- 


ness of tissues underlying 
dentures, so called "denture 
sore mouth," are caused by 
infection. Its proper name is 
moniliasis and it's due to a 
specific organism which, when 
absorbed i n t o denture ma- 
terial, is just about impossi- 
ble to get rid of without get- 
ting rid of the dentures. 
First, infection must be 
cleared up and then new 
dentures made.

EAST BOOTHBAY, Maine 
—(NEA)—Skippering a 
ghost ship usually comes as 
an eerie incident. 


Lester Graham Hollett, at 


63, has come out of retire- 
ment in Miami to do it on 
purpose. 


He's properly prepared. 


He went to sea under sail 
from his native Newfound- 
land at 14 and served his 
time on windjammers be- 
fore earning British and 
American master's papers. 
Years of skippering 
big 


yachts followed. 


But his newest carries the 


best-known name. Launched 
at Boothbay, Maine, she has 
a gold eagle and the name 
"America" on her transom. 
She is an exact duplicate of 
the original little New York 
harbor-pilot schooner that 
took on the best of British 
boats in 1851 and beat them 
all. 


To yachting enthusiasts, 


the first America rings a bell 
just as loud as do Santa 
M a r i a , Constitution and 
Bounty in their niches of sea 
history. The America had a 
long honorable life but by 
the end of World War II, the 
dry rot in her timbers had 
progressed so far she had to 
be destroyed at the age of 
almost 100. 


Few boatmen today can 


remember seeing her under 
sail, but her new spitting 
image and namesake will 
startle yachtsmen familiar 
with famous old engravings. 
Captain Hollett will sail her 
into ports along the Atlan- 
tic seaboard this summer 
and finally to Rhode Island 
in the fall. There she'll be 
part of the spectator fleet 
in yachting's world series, 
as America's f a s t e s t 12- 
meter sloop sails against 
Australia's Dame Pattie. The 
prize is the cup won by the 
first America in England, 
one the U.S. has never lost 
through 116 years and 17 
challenges from abroad. 


New York yachtsman and 


brewer 
Rudolph Schaefer 


ordered the new 101-foot 
America rebuilt. He com- 
missioned famous naval ar- 
chitects Spartman & Ste- 
phens to re-create her from 
original sketches and chose 
a little Maine seaport town 
to have her built by old- 
fashioned craftsmen. 


Below decks, she hides 


generators to power televi- 
sion cameras that will film 
a cup-racing documentary 
this summer. And a propel- 
ler, out of sight, will help 
her in and out of harbors.

Mike Howell, John Brown and Sidney Williams—the 
men who sought redress for personal grievances against the 
Browns' management—banded together. 
They are all Ne- 


groes and active in the Negro Industrial and Economic 
Union. Wooten is the president. 


Jimmy Brown, the retired fullback, has been the organiz- 


ing and directing force for NIEU, and it was perfectly logical 
that he'd issue a statement from Hollywood outlining the 
individual arguments of the men concerned. 


"All the facts in his statement," said Art Modell, the presi- 


dent of the Browns (and also of the National Football 
League), "are inaccurate." With that incisive comment, Mo- 
dell demurred from being drawn into further debate with 
his ex-star and, I might add, ex-friend. 


"I refuse once again," 


said Modell, "to fall prey to 
Hollywood ballyhoo." There 
remains a tinge of bitter- 
ness from Brown's retire- 
ment a year ago this sum- 
mer—not so much the fact 
that Jimmy quit, because 
that was his prerogative, but 
how the rumors and then 
the a c t u a l announcement 
were nursed to e x p l o i t 
Brown's new career as an 
actor.

The Bills coaching 
staff knew they had a sound, 
fundamentally strong football 
player who probably 
was a 


year — m a y b e two — away 
from being a useful profes- 
sional. 


Then, last December, Bobby 


Burnett received a trophy 
which said he was the Ameri 
can Football League's rookie 
of the year. 


This season, there is a 


rookie flanker in the training 
camp of the New York Jets. 
His name is Tommy Burnett 
and he is not expected to play 
very much this year—at least 
right now he's not. He is ex- 
pected to watch and listen 
and learn and maybe by the 
1968 season he will be ready 
to sufficiently challenge Don 
Maynard for a starling job. 


Tommy Burnett is a polite, 


pleasant 22-year-old from the 
University of Arkansas who 
was picked as a future draft 
choice by the Jets two years 
ago. 


"I was really surprised," 


Tommy said. "Like Bob, I 
had to struggle to play at Ar- 
kansas. I didn't become the 
regular split end until the 
second game of my senior 
year (1966). The year before 
I was a tight end and I didn't 
think I was playing well at 
all. That's why I was sur- 
prised the Jets drafted me." 


The Jets picked Tommy, a 


6-2, 200-ppunder, mainly he- 
cause of his speed (9.8 for the 
100). 


Besides, (he Jets hud picked 


another unknown 
from the 


Southwest Conference three 
years earlier, a 
youngster 


named George Saner Jr., who 
caught all of 12 pusses for (he 
UniversHy of Texas during 
his last collegiate season.

"It will take Tommy time,"

(Maynard) with 10 years' ex- 
perience." 


The most difficult adjust- 


ment for Tommy is learning 
the myriad pass patterns in 
the Jets' playbook. "Bobby 
told me to take that playbook 
and memorize it," he said. 
"It's quite a change from col- 
lege. I think I caught 29 
passes last year and about 27 
of them were those 7-10-yard 
sideline jobs off a rollout. I 
just didn't run many inside 
patterns at all." 


Last year, at Buffalo, Bobby 


Burnett had a similar prob- 
lem: learning to block for a 
pocket passer. The Buffalo 
coaches were concerned be- 
cause Arkansas' passing at- 
tack was built around the roll 
out, which meant its backs 
seldom blocked for a drop- 
back passer. There are few 
roll-out quarterbacks in pro 
ball. But by the time the sea- 
son had started, Bobby Bur- 
nett had mastered pass block- 
ing. 


The Jets are hoping that 


Tommy learns the nuances of 
playing flanker as well as his 
brother learned about pass 
blocking. 


If the Jets get a repeat 


from Tommy Burnett, 25 pro- 
fessional teams will have rep- 
resentatives at Fayetteville, 
Ark., to scout another Bur- 
nett, young Billy, who is a 
sophomore at the university. 


"A lot of people think he's 


the best of the bunch," Tom- 
my said, "and I'm inclined to 
agree. lie's a halfback like 
Bobby."

— For a quarter of a cen- 


tury, the Corcovado Christ stat- 
ue has towered over Rio de Jan- 
eiro, its outstretched arms glis- 
tening in the sun by day and 
bathed in light at night. 


By design, it is in the shape of 


a cross, symbolic of the faith of 
the 
world's 
largest 
Roman 


Catholic nation. 


The name Corcovado comes 


from the hump-back shape of 
the mountain on which the stat- 
ue stands, though religious sig- 
nificance has been attached to 
the area from earliest history. 


The first explorers, for exam- 


ple, called Corcovado the "Pin- 
nacle of Temptation," in ref- 
erence to the Biblical descrip- 
tion of the temptation of Christ. 


After five years of construc- 


tion, the Christ statue was dedi- 
cated in 1931. It cost the equiva- 
lent of $250,000 with the money 
raised through donations. 


Corcavado stands 2,400 feet 


above Rio's shimmering white 
beaches 
and 
strikingly 
blue 


Guanabara Bay. The statue it- 
self is 120 feet tall and 93 feet 
wide through the arms. Each 
arm weighs 80 tons and each 
hand 8 tons, contributing to the 
total weight of 1,145 tons. 


Inside the chest of the hollow 


interior, a heart is carved .in the 
reinforced gray concrete, and a 
10-story wooden stairway winds 
up to the head. For annual 
cleanings, workmen can climb 
onto the shoulders from open- 
ings at the base of the neck. 


A crown of thorns is formed 


by 56 lightning rods encircling 
the head. Lightning bolts have 
chipped the shoulders and arms 
and destroyed part of the right 
eyebrow
